Stockpile 
of Enemy 
Arms Found

SAIGON (AP) - 
Fifty mon- 


ster rockets that one American 
adviser said could "raise hell" 
in Saigon have been found only 
one day's travel from the capi* 
tal, they were part of one of the 
biggest enemy rocket stockpiles 
uncovered In the war. 


A South Vietnamese spokes* 


man said it was the first cap- 
ture of 240mm rockets, war- 
heads of which are twice the 
size and nearly seven times as 
powerful as the Russian 122mm 
and Chinese 107mm missiles 
regularly used by the Viet Cong 
and North Vietnamese. 


"It's not anything like we've 


seen before," said an American 
officer. 
"Someone fabricated 


this, and it is not a mass pro- 
duced Item like you'd find in a 
Moscow parade." 


Military spokesmen said the 


warheads probably had been 
improvised at arms factories in 
Cambodia and were hauled into 
South Vietnam on bicycles. Sev- 
enty bicycles were found with 
the rockets, 


They speculated the big rock- 


ets were to be fired from crude 
launchers that would limit them 
to a range of one to four miles. 
The 
122mm rockets 
have a 


range of seven miles. 


The 
spokesmen 
said 
the 


240mm warheads could carry 
100 pounds of explosives, com- 
pared to 14'/2 pounds in the 
122mm rockets. Thus the 50 
rockets had a total punch of 
5,000 pounds of explosives, or 
one-twelfth of the average bomb 
load of a U.S. B52bomber. 


South 
Vietnamese 
marines 


found the new type rockets in a 
30-ton munitions cache in 34 
man-made caves in War Zone C, 
60 miles north of Saigon and 18 
miles from the Cambodian bor- 
der. 


The cache also contained 500 


122mm and 107mm rockets; six 
launchers for the 240mm mis- 
siles; 15 antiaircraft machine 
guns; 42 mortar tubes; 309 ri- 
fles; 
10 tons of various small- 


arms ammunition; three tons of 
rice; 2,000 uniforms; 500 field 
packs and some smaller bazoo- 
ka-type rocket launchers. The 
rockets alone weigh tons. 


A South Vietnamese spokes- 


man said the find definitely 
helped to "neutralize the ene- 
my's offensive capability" for 
an attack on Saigon during the 
holiday season before and after 
the lunar new year on Feb. 17. 


The 
spokesman 
said the 


heavy weapons and ammuni- 
tion, new and still in protective 
wrappers, were enough to equip 
two full North Vietnamese regi- 
ments of 3,000 men each. 


Although the Communist com- 


mand has announced a seven- 
day cease-fire for the holiday 
period 
next 
week, 
military 


spokesmen said captured docu- 
ments point to some kind of of- 
fensive. Last year the Viet Cong 
and North Vietnamese shattered 
their Tet truce with their fierc- 
est offensive of the eight-year 
war. 


The 3rd Vietnamese Marine 


Battalion launched a sweep op- 
eration in War Zone C last Fri- 
day, 
transported into the ene- 


my's backyard by American 
helicopters. They clashed with 
North Vietnamese troops sever- 
al times during the weekend, 
killing at least 20 and capturing 
an engineering officer described 
by one marine officer as "ob- 
viously a very important man in 
this setup.-" 


Blizzard 
Stalls Travel 
in the North

NEW VORK (AP) «• A coast- 


al storm left up to 16 inches of 
wind-Whipped snow in the Mid- 
dle Atlantic states and sections 
of New England today, playing 
havoc 
with air 
and ground 


transportation. New York City 
declared a snow emergency. 


The Weather Bureau said at 


3:30 a.m. EST that the storm's 
center had moved out into the 
Atlantic Ocean off Nantucket, 
R.I. 


Originating on the Virginia 


Capes Saturday night, the storm 
left some five inches of snow in 
parts of Virginia, western and 
central Maryland and suburbs 
of Washington as It whirled 
northward. 


It slammed Into the New 


York-New Jersey area "with 
winds up to 45 miles per hour, 
then pushed into New England, 
hitting all but northern New 
Hampshire and Vermont. Six- 
teen inches of snow fell at Scitu- 
ate, R.I., near Providence. 


Upstate New York missed the 


brunt of the heavy fall but for 
the first time in Its history the 
New York State Thruway was 
shut 
down 
from 
Newburgh 


southward. 


At Tarrytown, N.Y., about 35 


miles north of Manhattan, more 
than 1,000 cars were stranded 
early today on the six-lane Tap- 
pan Zee bridge spanning the 
Hudson River. Motorists were 
asked to leave their vehicles 
and take shelter in a police 
building. 


New York City streets were a 


white wasteland, with only snow 
plows, a few vehicles and wind- 
buffeted 
pedestrians

cars. 


Drifts of more than six feet 
were reported In the metropoli- 
tan area and suburbs.

PARIS (AP) - Exchanges of 


prisoners is considered the most 
likely subject to be taken up 
first at secret negotiations be- 
hind the scenes at the Vietnam 
peace talks if and when they 
take place. 


A flock of unconfirmed ru- 


mors have suggested for the 
past week that such secret talks 
already have started, The week- 
ly conference sessions are dead* 
locked because Hanoi and the 
Viet Cong want to talk about the 
political future of South Viet- 
nam while the United States and 
Saigon insist on discussing mili-

Prisoner exchange is one sub- 
ject which Western observers

As a measure of the activity 


in the two campaign commit- 
tees: 


— House Democrats, after re- 


ported complaints of cronyism, 
inefficiency and campaign funds 
arriving too little and too late, 
agreed to beef up a campaign

outmanned by the Republicans. 
They have given the committee 
chairman, 82-year-old Michael 
Klrwan two assistant chairmen. 


— Republicans Intend to boost 


their 
campaign 
committee's 


budget to more than $5 million 
for 1970 from what they said 
was $3.8 million in 1968. "This 
will be an all-time high for us," 
said an aide. 


— The House Democrats, after 


a series of meetings that includ- 
ed 
National Chairman Fred 


Harris, senator from Oklahoma, 
say they don't expect any help 
from the national committee be- 
cause of the hefty $6 million 
debt left by the Hubert H. Hum- 
phrey 
presidential 
campaign. 


They have set up a special 
committee to find new ways 
and means of campaign financ- 
ing. 


— Republicans hope to involve 


President Nixon in a 1970 hunt 
for campaign funds and winning 
candidates. They also plan to 
put a team of young congress- 
men on the road to emphasize a 
youth Image. 


Republicans, already a minor- 


ity in House and Senate, are 
more worried about 1970 than 
the Democrats. They are haunt- 
ed by the off-year boogie— that 
the party in power in the White 
House suffers substantial losses 
in Congress in non-presidential 
elections. The average for the 
Republicans since 1900 has been 
a loss of 41 seats, says Rep. Bob 
Wilson, chairman of the GOP 
House Campaign Committee. 


To help GOP congressmen 


hang on to their seats, the com- 
mittee allows vulnerable fresh- 
men and all members from

'Carrying 
Charge' Must 
Be Disclosed 
WASHINGTON (AP) * The 


Federal Reserve Board has ls« 
sued sweeping regulations re« 
quiring businesses to disclose 
the total interest and service 
costs charged to customers buy* 
ing on credit. 


The regulations, which go into 


effect July 1, are designed to 
prevent gouging on credit pur- 
chases by requiring the seller to 
put In writing exactly how much 
interest and other charges the 
customer will have to pay over 
the cost of the item. 


Released in final form Sun* 


day, the regulations were an as- 
signment given the Federal Re* 
serve by Congress last year 
when it enacted a Consumer 
Credit Protection Act. 


Congress divided enforcement 


responsibilities among nine fed- 
eral agencies, with the Federal 
Trade Commission carrying the 
heaviest load. 


Between now and July 1 the 


enforcement agencies will at- 
tempt to contact all banks, de- 
partment stores, credit unions, 
mortgage brokers, credit card 
plans and other businesses that 
offer credit to spell out their 
new duties.

HOLLYWOOD (AP) - At the 


age of 23, a veteran of burlesque 
and vaudeville, George Hayes 
began making his living as a 
jabbering old man. 


The 
living 
was good for 


Hayes, who became known to 
millions over the next 59 years 
as "Gabby" Hayes, sidekick to 
cowboy stars. 


"Yer durn tootin'" was his re- 


ply to Bill Boyd, the Hopalong 
Cassldy of Western movies dur- 
ing the 1940s, and to Roy Rog- 
ers, Gene Autry and others. 


Hayes, grizzled and gravel- 


voiced to the end, died of a 
mheart ailment Sunday at St. Jo- 
seph Hospital in nearby Bur- 
bank. He was 83, a widower 
since 1957. In 1960 he retired 
from show business. 


Boyd, in Palm Desert, Calif., 


expressed 
great 
regret 
at 


Hayes' passing. "We loved him 


very much," said Mrs.Boyd. 


Hayes was the son of a Wells- 


vllle, N.Y., hotel man who want- 
ed him to join the family busi- 
ness. He ran away from home 
when he was in the eighth grade 
and joined a touring repertory 
company. 
and'joined a towing repertory 
company. 


He and actress Dorothy Earle 


married and came to Hollywood 
together in the early days of 
talking pictures. Said 
Hayes: 


"My wife talked me into it." 


In 1939 he was costarred with 


Boyd In an early Hopalong Cas- 
sldy movie and stayed around 
for dozens of Westerns. His oth- 
er movies Inluded "Mr. Deeds 
Goes to Town," "The Plains- 
man" and "The Texas Rang- 
ers." 


In 1957 his wife died. They 


had no children.

ed to take several months. 


The 1,600-pound payload rock- 


eted atop a powerful Titan 3C 
rocket Sunday into a spot 22,300 
miles over the equator off the 
west coast of South America. At 
that altitude, the satellite's or- 
bital speed matches earth's ro- 
tation to keep the payload in a 
seemingly stationary 
position 


over the Galapagos Islands. 


With a cllster of antennae 


sticking out the top of a soup- 
can-shaped body, the two-story- 
tall spacecraft was designed to 
test the feasibility of using sa- 
tellites so mobile military units 
can communicate over great 
distances. 


Its size permits enough power 


for ground forces to use prtable, 
lightweight recelveing antennae 
as small as one foot In diame- 
ter. This would allow rear head- 


quarters to warn ffdwt line 
troops, for example, and sffiall 
patrol boats to contact a shore 
base over long distances.

back into the teeth of the Soviet 
party's general secretary, Leon- 
id I. Brezhnev. It could conceiv- 
ably be a severely damaging 
blow to his prestige abroad and 
to his position at home. 


What is going on now was be- 


gun by Nikita S. Khrushchev as 
far back as 1955, when he prom- 
ised Marshal Tito of Yugoslavia 
that the Kremlin would honor 
Yugoslavia's right to develop 
Communism in its own way.

chev's 1956 speech dethroning 
the dead Stalin from his demi- 
god status, began a process 
which Khrushchev's successors 
have been unable to halt.

This should stiffen the resolve

The Theory Is; 
Nobody Loses 
But the Taxpayer 


or man C. Miller writes in 
this morning's Wall Street 
Journal an amusing piece 


aboul the latest revolt of tax* 
payers —the taxpayers in this 
instance being congressmen. 


A number of senators and re- 


presentatives maintain homes in 
the Washington suburb of Montgo- 
mery county, Maryland, and the 
county is demanding that the law- 
makers submit to a local in- 
come tax. 


The congressmen resist an- 


grily, contending, (1) They are 
citizens of the states which elect- 
ed them, (2) Their Maryland re- 
sidences are 
merely official 


homes made necessary by their 
role as lawmakers —and if the 
upstart local officials make any 
more 
trouble 
the lawmakers 


threaten to cut off federal aid to 
Montgomery county. 


I can't guarantee how this 


political soap opera will turnout 
—but if I were a betting man I'd 
put my money on the congress- 
men. 


And with some justice. Over 


the years I've made some errors 
of 
editorial judgment, 
one of 


which is this: Time was when 
senators 
and representatives 


were exempt from income taxes, 
and I was one of those who had 
a great deal to say about it. 
Eventually the lawmakers were 
compelled bv tne outcry to make 
themselves liable to federal taxa- 
tion. But at this late day I have 
my doubts about the wisdom of it. 


The individual taxpayer may 


feel he has succeeded in bring- 
ing the lawmakers to account — 
but in doing so he has only made 
his own financial position more 
precarious. 


Congressional salaries used to 


be moderate. But taxpayer action 
eventually helped force them up- 
ward. They reached $30,000 a 
year—now are going to $42,000. 
Of course the rising cost of liv- 
ing was the main factor,- but re- 
peal of tax-exemption played a 
part. 


Personally I think most office- 


holders 
are underpaid. Two 


members of our family with pri- 
vate business connections lived 
in Washington, D.C. for years 
and invariably reported it lad 
the highest living costs in the 
world. 


My judgment may not have been 


the best in advocating removal 
of congressmen's tax exemption, 
but I'll stand pat on my second 
proposal, and that Is: 


Put the Washington lawmakers 


on the same incentive basis that 
successful private companies 
use in hiring managers. Make all 
senators' and congressmen'spay cnarge(j 
tentative. That is to say, any time 
they wind up a fiscal year with a 
deficit reduce their salaries by 
the same percentage the deficit 
bears to the national debt. 


If 
congressmen 
keep 
the 


government in the black they are 
worth whatever they ask. 


But if they put the government 


in the red then they ought to have 
their pay cut—and if this happens 
repeatedly it is up to the people 
to defeat 
them at the polls. 


People get the kind of govern- 


ment they deserve. The uproar 
over today's high prices is large- 
ly nonsense proceeding out of the 
mouths of citizens who either 
paid no attention to extravagant 
government or failed to vote at 
all. 


Overheard 
Shaw, Oswald, 
Witness Says

NEW ORLEANS (AP) - Per- 


ry Raymond Russo stepped up 
at Clay Shaw's trial today to 
testify he overheard Shaw, Lee 
Harvey Oswald and David W.

from every sort of tax and the 
state would benefit 10 times," 
Harrell said, meaning taxes 
produced by employes would 
benefit the state in that amount. 


Harrell said that the repeal 


last year of an Industrial ex- 
emption from use tax on repair 
and 
replacement 
parts was 


damaging to the state. 


He said that one industry 


planning to locate in Russell- 
ville would have paid $45,000 in 
use taxes under the repealed 
exemption. However, he said, 
the state would have shown a 
net gain of $144,000 by main- 
taining the exemption and col- 
lecting taxes from the 350 em- 
ployes the firm would have 
needed.

Jet Makes 
First Flight

EVERETT, Wash. 
(AP) - 


The huge Boeing 747 jet airliner 
designed to carry up to 490 pas- 
sengers flew for the first time 
Sunday and but for a few minor 
things, its Pilot called the test 
trip "absolutely ideal." 


"It's a pilot's dream...it flies 


like an arrow," declared pilot 
Jack Waddell, 45, as he stepped 
from the cockpit of the $20 mil- 
lion, 355-ton prototype of the 
new fleet ofsuperjets. 


The flaw— an 
Improperly 


aligned wing flap—forced the 
jet to return to Paine Field here 
after 1 hour, 15 minutes of a 
scheduled 2%-hour flight. The 
trouble was discovered 34 min- 
utes into the flight. 


The faulty flap—termed later 


by Waddell as a "minor dis- 
crepancy"—was discovered by 
Flight Engineer Jess WalUck at 
about the same time Waddell 
radioed feeling "a bump" dur- 
ing tests of the wing control sys- 
tem. 


The 747 is about Z 
l/z times 


larger than the biggest jetliners 
now in service, capable of flying 
6,000 miles nonstop at a cruising 
speed of 625 miles per hour. 


Its dimensions are massive- 


tipped on end it equals a 20-sto- 
ry building—and its four giant 
jet engines are amazingly quiet 
and smoke-free. 


As Waddell applied conserva- 


tive throttle, the jet appeared to 
lumber painfully along the run- 
way looking deceptively slow 
for 
its 
takeoff speed of 196 


m.p.h. 


On takeoff and landing it ap- 


peared to hover gracefully like 
a 
kite 
rather 
than 
streak 


through the air as do Its Boeing 
predecessors, the 707 and 727.

Hickel's 
Appointee 
Draws Fire

WASHINGTON (AP) - Secre- 


tary of Interior Walter J. Hick- 
el, less than three weeks into his 
new job, is under fire again 
from Capitol Hill, this time for 
naming an ex-lobbyist to an un- 
defined but high-level depart- 
mental post. 


The appointee is James G. 


Watt, who registered as a lob- 
byist for the U.S. Chamber of 
Commerce in 1967 and fought 
against stricter federal control 
over conservation measures in 
water pollution and reclamation 
of strip-mined land as a spokes- 
man for business and industry 
last year. 


One Interior Department offi- 


cial said Watt was "some sort 
of consultant or special assist- 
ant or something." A spokes- 
man for the Chamber of Com- 
merce said Watt would hold tpe 
title of deputy undersecretary 
but 
the Interior Department 


would neither confirm or deny 
it. 


The Oil and Gas Journal de- 


scribed Watt as Hickel's "eyes 
and ears on oil." Oil Daily 
called him an "oil specialist" 
for the Interior Department. 


Watt could not be reached, de- 


spite repeated calls. 


Watt's job, whatever it is, re- 


kindled smoldering Capitol Hill 
doubts about the conservation 
views of the newly-appointed of- 
ficials at Interior, Hickel includ- 
ed. As a consultant or special 
assistant, Watt would not be 
subject to Senate confirmation. 


Sen. William Proxmire, D- 


Wis., a leader in the unsuccess- 
ful fight against Hickel's confir- 
mation by the Senate, wrote 
Hickel over the weekend pro- 
testing the appointment of Watt. 


"Although I realize that you 


are entitled to hire those whom 
you wish to work on your staff," 
Proxmire wrote, "I think the 
appointment of a man who is so 
identified with the private inter- 
ests can only create a credibili- 
ty gap between your statements 
of concern for the public inter- 
est ... and your actions as sec- 
retary of the Interior . , ." 


Last year when the House 


Public Works Committee was 
considering new water pollution 
control standards written by 
then Secretary of Interior Stew- 
art L. Udall, Watt opposed them 
on the ground that Udall was 
overstepping his authority. He 
also argued in written testimony 
that they would be too expen- 
sive for Industry to implement. 


The standards would have re- 


quired a minimum of two stages 
of 
treatment 
for 
municipal 


wastes and "comparable" treat- 
ment for industrial wastes. 


Watt said the standards would 


require two stages of treatment 
for industrial wastes as well—a 
point denied by Interior officials 
—and said that if the federal 
government insisted on such 
standards, the federal govern- 
ment should help pay for them 
by granting loans, tax credits 
and greater annual depreciation 
allowances 
for industry con- 


structing new waste treatment 
facilities, 


His position prompted a Capi- 


tol Hill source to remark that 
Watt "is willing to accept what- 
ever industry has to do if the 
public will pay for it." 


Watt a{so opposed InteriorDe* 


partment-approved 
legislation 


which would have provided for 
federal-state cooperation in re- 
claiming land mutilated by strip 
mining.

91st Congress, its early weeks 
marked by general inactivity, is 
off on its first lengthy recess 
and there is little expectation 
the pace will quicken when the 
lawmakers return Feb. 17. 
„ AUbough leaders expect. Pre3r.,, 
ident Nixon to make some budg- 
et recommendations and a few 
other legislative proposals in 
the next few weeks, Congress 
isn't expected to really get roll- 
ing until after the Easter recess 
in April. 


The slow start is normal fora 


new 
Congres, 
particularly 


when there has been a change 
in presidential administrations. 


Only two major laws have 


bei.-n enacted since 
Congress 


convened on Jan. 3. Most of the 
intervening time was spent on 
such organization details as se- 
lecting committees and getting 
them operational. 


The first law hiked the salary 


of 
President 
Nixon, 
from 


$100,000 to $200,000 a year. The 
second provided $36 million in 
emergency financing for unem- 
ployment 
compensation pay- 


ments to veterans and former 
government employes. 


Tin? pay boost for members of 


Congress, raising them from 
$30,000 to $42,500 a year, re- 
quired no affirmative action. It 
was recommended by former 
President 
Lyndon B. Johnson 


and endorsed by President Nix- 
on and included even bigger 
raises for some top government 
executives and judges. 


The law under which Johnson 


recommended the raises makes 
them effective within 30 days 
unless either the Senate or the 
House objected. 


The Senate defeated a veto by 


vote of 47 to 34. The House 
didn't even consider a vetoreso-

BOStON—(NEA)—It is 


my conviction that heart dis- 
ease before 80 is our fault 
and not God's will. 


No one can deny that life 


is precious at any age, nor 
that there is tragedy when- 
ever and wherever heart 
disease strikes. But the real 
tragedy comes when heart 
attacks or strokes kill a per- 
son in his 30s, 40s, 50s or 
early 60s. Unfortunately, the 
cardiovascular diseases are 
responsible for the deaths of 
250,000 persons below 65 
each year in the United 
States. 


Pending discovery of clini- 


cal methods of prevention or 
cures, it is extremely wise 
to do all within one's power 
to minimize risks. The main 
thrust of our efforts should 
be directed against heart 
attacks, our No. 1 killer. 


Calory control can help. 
It isn't enough to regulate 


the kind of foods you eat. 
The quantity must "be lim- 
ited so as to keep body 
weight at a reasonably nor- 
mal level. 


Obesity shouldn't be a 


problem, but it is. Alone 
among free living mam- 
mals, human beings gorge 
themselves on more food 
than is required for survi- 
val. Overweight means that 
the heart must work harder 
and the arteries rust sooner. 
Obese people are among the 
worst heart 
attack 
risks, 


especially if they also have 
high blood pressure.

tant risk factor, cigarette

The heaff flfitf cirtalfitftfy 
system evolved nndtef con- 
ditions ttf figoffltis physical 
activity, not at all like the 
sedentary lives so m a n y 
people lead today. Much the 
same is tffle with fespeet te 
cigarettes, ffufflan evolution 
did not contemplate that the 
lungs and body chemistry 
would be subjected to a con- 
tinuing assault by cigarette 
smoke. 


At the recent 
Scientific 


Sessions of the American 
Heart Association in Miami, 
evidence was presented to 
show that the severity of 
coronary artery involvement 
(atherosclerosis, or "hard- 
ening of the arteries") in- 
creases in relation to both 
(he number of packs of ciga- 
rettes smoked daily and the 
number of years the habit 
has been practiced. 


It was also brought out 


that exsmokers show a se- 
verity of atherosclerosis that 
is in-between those of non- 
s m o k e r s and 
"current 


users," suggesting that cig- 
arette smoking does have a 
long-term or permanent del- 
eterious effect on the ar- 
teries. 


Finally, it was also dis- 


closed that elevated levels 
of blood cholesterol, long 
implicated as a major risk 
factor in heart attacks, may 
also be associated with in- 
creased risk of lung cancer 
in cigarette smokers. 


And since that meeting in 


Miami, an important scien- 
tific report has been pub- 
lished, incriminating ciga- 
rette smoking as an impor- 
tant source of carbon mon- 
oxide absorption with the 
reduction or rather replace- 
ment of oxyhemoglobin in 
the blood and limited dis- 
posal, especially to the al- 
ready deprived heart muscle 
in coronary patients. 


This also is known: If cig- 


arette s m o k e r s had the 
same relatively favorable 
mortality experience as non- 
smokers, there would be 
about 80,000 fewer deaths 
each year from heart at- 
tacks, to say nothing of an- 
other 45,000 from lung can- 
cer. 


My advice to non-smokers 


is this: Never take your first 
puff. My suggestion to those 
who now smoke cigarettes 
is to drop the habit imme- 
diately. You'll feel better, 
breathe better, cough less, 
look better and live longer. 


If I had a son of high 


school age ready to go forth 
in the world, the advice I'd 
give him would be as fol- 
lows: 


• Set up a regimen of 


regular exercise as strenu- 
ous as your physical condi- 
tion warrants. 


• Avoid wherever possi- 


ble high-cholesterol f o o d s 
and saturated fats, getting 
a bigger proportion of your 
fat intake from polyunsatu- 
rate (vegetable) fats. 


• Don't gain a p o u n d 


after the age of 22. 


• Don't smoke. And if you 


are now smoking, stop it 
immediately. 


• Make a practice of get- 


ting a physical examination 
at least once a year, with 
prompt medical 
treatment 


of any high blood pressure 
or diabetes that may be 
found. 


This advice, I believe, is 


equally applicable to adults. 
If they followed it, I'm rea- 
sonable certain that heart 
attack d e a t h s below 65 
would be substantially re- 
duced.
